Tuesday were Senator McGovern's 
broad-based strength in Massachu- 
setts where he appealed in working 
class districts as strongly a8 op the 
college campuses, and Senatar Hum- 
phrey’s “must" victory ia Pennsyl- 
vania --- the first time in three 
campaigns for the presidency — 
1960, 1968, and 1972 — that he has 
won a primary. 

With 40 per cent of the vote 
counted in Massachusetts — ‘hand- 
written ballots delayed the tally — 
Senator McGovern was expected to 
win 48 per cent, Senator Muskie 22 
per cent, Governor George Wallace 
of Alabama, 9 per cent. Senator 
Humphrey. who did almost no cam- 
paigning in ‘Massachusetts, received

In the Massachusetts Republican 
primary, President Nixon won 80 
per cent, but anti-war Congressman 
Paul McCloskey received 15 per cent 
although he is no longer running 
for the presidency.

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Autocars: Dispute over property 


The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a decision of the 
Tel Aviv District Court delivered on 
November 14, 1971 (in Motion 9724/ 
71). 

In November, 1971, the Tel Aviv 
District Court appointed the respon- 
dents as receivers for the Autocars 
company, upon the application of 
several banks, each of which has a 


floating charge on the company's ἢ 


preperty 83 security for debentur-23. 
The respondents applied to the Dis- 
triet Court for directives with res- 
pect to transactions and transfers 
of property which had been effected 
by Autecars prior to their appoint- 
ment. These transactions and ‘trans- 
fers were based on an agreement 
between Autocars and the Autocars 
Products Marketing Company (the 
appellants in the present case) In 
accordance with which the market- 
ing company was given the sole 
right to market spare parts and ve- 
hicles manufactured by Autocars. 

The District Court acceded to the 
receivers’ request to restore the sta- 
tus quo and directed them to take 
possession of the marketing com~ 
pany’s spare paris stores and in- 
elude them in the assets of Autocars. 
The application for directives was 
made ex parte, The marketing com- 
pany thereafter applied to tthe Dis- 
trict Court to reconsider its deci- 
sion, om the grounds that they had 
made ap agreement with Autocars 
already ia July, 1971, giving them 
the sole right to market their cars 
and spare parts and im consequence 
of this agreement they had already 
sold thousands of pounds worth of 
spare parts to distributors and had 
received advances and promissory 
notes for them. 

The District Court decided ποῖ to 
change its directives to the recelv- 
ers, whereupon the marketing com- 
pany appealed, by leave, to the 
Supreme Court. 

Mr. N. Lifshitz appeared for the 
appellants, and Mr. ‘Margulies, Mr. 
Gort and Mr. Amitai for the re- 
spondents, 


Judgment 

Justice Landau, who delivered the 
first opinion of the Supreme Court, 
Justice Kabn concurring, held that 
he agreed with the District Court 
that there had not been sufficient 
evidence upon which to base any 
conclusion as to the validity, or 
otherwise, of the agreement between 
the appellants and <Autocars, and 
that for that reason there had been 
mc cause for withdrawing the di- 
rectives given to the receivers. 

He could not accept the appel- 
lants’ argument, he continued, that 
the District Court had kad no au- 
thority to give directives to recelv- 
ers, and that the dispute between 
the parties could be settled only by 
way of an action brought by the 
receivers. For while it 1s true that 
there are no statutory provisions 
which regulate the manner in which 
receivers may apply to the courts 
for directives in a matter such as 
the one under consideration, the fact 
remains that receivers are appointed 
by the District Court and if they 
require any guidance on any partic- 
ular matter connected with their 
appointed function, they are entitled, 
as of course, to apply to the court 
which appointed them for such 
guidance. However, Justice Landau 
added, the respondents should have 
invited the appellants to be present 
at the application, since the latter 
were in possession of the property 
which they wished to appropriate, 
and were thus entitled to state their 
case, In the circumstances, however, 
this shortcoming had been rectified, 
as the appellants had themselves ap- 
plied: to the District Court fcr re- 
consideration of the decision made 
ia their absence. 

Once the matter had been recon- 
sidered in the presence of both par- 
ties, continued Justice Landau, the 
District Court had been entitled to 
decide that the occasion was not an 
appropriate one, because of the nu- 
merous complications and impon- 
derables, for either disqualifying or 
validating the agreement between 
the appellants and Autocars. But 
even lf the court could have decided, 
on the basis of the materiai before 
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as Court of Civil Appeals 
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it, that the agreement was perfect- 
ly valid. ne, for his part, would 
still have been inclined to the opin- 
jon that it should have directed 
the respondents not to honour It. 
For there was uo danger of pre- 
judicing Autocars’ goodwill thereby, 
its good wlll having already been 
considerably tarnished by the finan- 
cial crisis in which it had become 
involved — a crisis which would 
Rave caused its complete cailapse, 
with disastrous effects for all con- 
cerned, were it not for the assis- 
tance it had received from the State 
Treasury. -Moreover, as the respon- 
dents had Informed the court, Auto- 
ears had been assisted by the Trea- 
sury on condition that it continue 
to conduct its bus{ness, including its 
marketing, on its own initiative, 
and not hand it over to someone 
else. 

The appeal should, therefore, be 
dismissed. 

Justice Kister 

In concurring that the appeal 
should be dismissed, Justice Kister 
bad certain reservations ta make 
about Justice Landau’s opinion 

In his opinion, he said, there ts a 
fundamental difference between an 
application for directives on the 
part of a receiver, or trustee, and 
proceedings brought by a receiver. 
or trustee, against a third party.

Death smell lingers 
in Bangladesh

DACCA (Ofns). — 
THs smell of death has gone from 
the streets of Dacca and, out- 
wardly at least, Bangladesh is 
staggering towards recovery. Shops 
are open, except those of absent 
West Pakistanis. Ministers, dressed 
in identical “Mujib” waistcoats over 
thelr white gowns in tribute to their 
jeader, work round the clock, There 
are the usual formalities at the 
alrport — but with an informal 
touch added by ἃ hastily-chalked 
list of Commonwealth countries on 
the bare wall behind the immigra- 
tion official. 'Now that Bangladesh 
has joined, all Commonwealth citi- 
zens can come without a visa 
“Bangladesh” has been stamped over 
“Pakistan” on tourist brochures and 
officjais' wall maps. 


But for anyone who saw the 
bodies of Bengali intellectuals float- 
ing in the pits behind Mohammed- 
pur just after the war, the death 
smell stil Lingers, four months Jater.

The State Comptroller consequent- 
ly asks whether all has been done to 
Keep costs down, and queries whe- 
ther the Government should not sell 
its own bonds, {nstead of using the 
capital mobiHsed by other institu- 
tlons. He admits that there are ad- 
vantages in the present system, and 
more money cen be garnered from 
the investing public by decentralis- 
ing the capital market in this way. 
But the aystem which remunerates 
the banks so weil that they ara 
amenable to channelling their funds 
85 the Government desires, lays a 
burden on someone, ultimately per- 
haps the taxpayer. 


Thus consolidation loans were gi- 
ven to the local authorities, at a 
charge of 8 per cent linked, This 
left the banks (for their contribu- 
tion to the loan) a margin of 18 
per cent to cover collection expenses 
and risks.

The 
State Comptroller observes that the 
remaining TL60m,. earns no interest, 
though the Post Office Bank js care-

Earmarked income 


The report criticiges the exces- 
alve use of “designated revenue.” A 
tax on petrol, for example, is “de- 
signated” to finance an equalization 
fund for fuel prices, The State 
Comptroller prefers thet all revenue 
should go in at one end of the till, 
and all expenditure come out of 
the other, without any short cuts. 
The administration must be free to 
fix a proper rate of priorities be- 
tween alternative expenditure propo- 
5815. 


Equally serious is the elasticity 
created in applying the Budget Law. 
Designated revenue now comprises 
all Kinds of non-budgetary sources 
of finance, including bank loans.

Designated revenue is often match- 
ed by “econditiona) expenditure,” and 
these items are deducted from both 
columns in the Estimates. The re- 
maining figures give a wrong im- 
Preasion of what ἐξ actually being 
spent (though the Treasury points 
out that the additional outgoings 
appear in Supplement II of the Es- 
timates). 


Thus official figurea for 1970 
show that the Development Budget 
on housing would be IL670m.

Conditional spending 


Conditional expenditure means 
that the outlay is contingent on de- 
signated revenue. It happens that 
the revenue does not eventuate, yet 
the expenditure is mede all the 
same — and sometimes to 2 larger 
amount than the total originally ap- 
proved. A sum of JL713,000 was 
approved to buy equipment for the 
Sheba hospital, of which 1L350,000 
was conditional on designated re- 
venue. The revenue did not turn up, 
380 οὐἶαν should have been 
1L363,000. It ended up as 11,740,000 
— 1L27,000 more than the total 
originally proposed, and 1L377,000 
more than the budgetary funds ac- 
tually voted.

Computers 


The number of electronic com- 
puters in Israel has soared from 
160 in 1969 to 194 in 1970 and 
270 in 1971, Including 90 in or- 
ganizations supervised by the 
State Comptroller. 


But security arrangements 
against conflagrations, or against 
enemy action are far from ade- 
quate. Too much equipment and 
materials are massed together. 
Magnetic tapes in particular are 
vulnerable to fire, dampness and 
dust, the report stresses. 


Petrol stations are not inspect- 
ed sufficiently to ensure 
the owners do not mix petro] of 
different octanes, or pour kero- 
sene into the fuel.

In 1970 the number of Iinspec- 
tions, Instead of rising, declined 
even further. The situation 1look- 
ed up in 1971, but the Fuel Ad- 
ministration should do still 
better, states the present report. 
The Treasury's answer: In the 
two months January and Feb- 

of this year, 99 stations 
were visited (out of 325) — which 
is more than was done In all 
1970, and equals half the visita 
made last year.

THE State Comptroller was 


established as the su- 
reme éudit institution in 

‘ay, 1949, The Comptroller 
is appointed by the President 
of the State upon recommen- 
dation of the House Commit- 
tee of the Knesset. His term 
of office is five years, but he 
may be re-appointed, and he 
is responsible to the Knesset 
only. 

His independence of the 
government is assured by 
law and he reports to the 
Finance Committee of the 
Knesset whenever he deems 
it mecessary to do so, or 
when he is requested to do 
so by the Committee. 

During his term of office 
the Comptroller is barred 
from engaging actively in 
politics or from being a mem- 
ber of the management of 
any undertaking which 
carries on business for profit. 
The present State Comptrol- 
ler, Dr. 1. E. Nebenzehl, was 
appointed in December, 1961. 


*Thanks to a 
miracle’ 


THE section on the Bank of Is- 
rael criticizes the conditions 
under which stocks of money and 
State loan certificates are stered 
and handled, Fortunately the 
Comptroller says no mejor 
mishaps have taken place 80 far, 
But he obviously thinks that this 
is little short of a miracle consider- 
ing the tack of order, of protec- 
tive measures and of the simplest 
controls in stores filled with most 
valuable documents, 

The Comptroller's presentation of 
the Bank of Israel's accounts for 
1971 reveals an interesting point 
connected with last year's mone- 
tary changes. It turns out that the 
dollar devaluation brought in its 
wake a loss to our central bank in 
foreign currency accounts, because 
Nabllities linked to non-dollar cur- 
rencies appreciated more than as- 
sets linked to the dollar. The loss 
thus Incurred amounted to almost 
§$13m, It was, however, far ex- 
ceeded by the [L151m. accounting 
profit which the Bank of Israel 
made in terms of Israel currency. 


DODGING TAX PAYMENTS 


In 1964 two-thirds of those 
among the self-employed who are 
required by the tax authorities to 
keep booka did not do ao. By 1971 
the proportion was down to 35 per 
cent. Sanction Js six months’ gaol 
and/or a fine of up to 12,000. 
These penalties are rarely applied. 

In 1969 and 1970 over 8,000 per- 
sons were breaking the law by still 
falling to keep books. Only 24 cases 
were brought to court in that 
period. Eleven cases were heard. 
Three were fined 11.1,000-IL2,000, 
eight were fined IL500 or less, none 
was imprisoned. All 94 boarding 
houses in Safed and Nahariya 
(which the State Comptroller check- 
ed) are required to keep books; 
only 41 do. cd 

If a person fails to pay his taxes 
a court order is given to seize his 
goods and chattels, or his wages: 
and 200,000 such orders were given 
in 1970. The report underlines that 
only {f the money cannot be col- 
lected should the debt be written 
off, A total of IL7.6m. was written 
off in that year. 


DEVELOPMENT 
17 die in 
electrical 
accidents

EVENTEEN persons died and six 
were seriously injured last year 

in δά fires which were caused by 
electrical faults, the State Comptro!- 


; ler reports in a follow-up to pre- 


vious complaints about the super. 
vigion of the safety of alectrical 
installations by the Israel Blectric 
Corporation. ᾿ 


The Comptroller notes that i his 
report of 1970 he pointed out that 
few examinations were made of the 
electrical installations at Govern- 
ment Ministries, and none at all in 
schools. The follow-up in this re- 
port reveals that this situation had 
not been corrected. 


Another follow-up of previously 
highlighted shortcomings showed 
that there are 14,000 electricians 
working’ in the profession, but that 
the Corporation had no idea whether 
they all held current licences per- 
mitting them to ply their trade. 


Two five-year plans for linking 
Arab villages {to the national elec- 
tricity grid had called for provid- 
ing electricity to 90 villages, but in 
fact at the end of the decade of 
planning only 34 villages were en- 
joying electric light in thelr homes. 

The follow-up showed that, after 
this was pointed out, the Ministry 
of Development prepared a two-year 
plan for 3972/73 and 1973/74 
which will link 28 villages with po- 
pulations of over 1,000 inhabitants 
to fhe national grid. 


A real-estate dealer owed 11.122. 000 
from the years 1968 and 1964. 
Brokers were sent in June, 1969, 
found nothing to take. Yet, accord- 
ing to his own declaration of capi- 
tal in 1965, be owned property to 
the value of IL200,000, and accord. 
ing to the Land Registry these pro- 
perties were stil] in his possession 
in April, 1971. 


Conversely, a man was varred 
from leaving the ‘country owing to 
an unpaid tax debt, He paid it in 
due course, but the authorities for- 
got to countermand the ban. Leav- 
ing Jor a sea trip in April 1972, he 
was hauled off the ship — for a debt 
he had settled two years previously. 

In 1970, over 20,000 attachment 
orders were given for failures to 
pay Property Tax. Only 7,000 ware 
earried out, and none at all in Tel 
Aviv (out of 5,000 authorizations 
given). 


There js an appeals procedure for 
persons querying assessments of the 
sales tax, but it takes an age to 
get # hearing. Despite repeated ob- 


servations by the State Comptroller 
since 1963, there is little improve- 
ment. In 1969, 121 cases were pend- 
ing in Tel Aviv — 57 of them dat- 
Ing from before 1966. Since then 
@ slight improvement is felt, due 
partly to the fact that it was de- 
elded to give the lawyers in the tax 
office, who have to appear outside 
working hours before these appeal 
committees, a bonus equal to HL25 
per session, up to a maximum of 
1L200 a month. 

Imports for export are allowed a 
tax waiver; but checks are neces- 
sary to ensure that they are duly 
used for that purpose. So much 
time passes between checks that It 
becomes profitable for the importer 
to claim the watver, sell his goods 
on the local market, and wait till 
the tax man catches up with him. 

The State Comptroller suggests 
examining each firm's export credit 
card, to see whether its borrowings 
of working capital from the Export 
Fund correspond to the volume of 
imports for which it claims @ tax 
walver, 


MINISTRY OF HOUSING 


Lack of thought in 
Beduin settlement

Jerusalem Pont Reporter 
Ministry of Housing built 
homes for Beduin familles near 
Beersheba, but, because it failed to 
take account of the special charac- 
ter of the former nomads, it hay 
been able to fing willing candidates 
for only one quarter of the homes 
butlt, the State Comptroller reports. 

ΤᾺ 1967, the Ministry started bulld- 
ing 22 homes for the purpose of 
reacttling Bedula δὲ Tel Sheva, Kuch 
house waa 57 square metres in floor 
space and stuod on half ἃ dunum 
of land, The price fixed for these 
homes wag 1120,000. This work was 
completed early in 1969 and later 
the same year work started on 27 
more houses of the same size, whose 
final price was fixed at 1128,000. 
These homes were completed early 
last year. 

When the Beduin of the region 
were invited to move into these new 
homes they expressed zreat reluc- 
tance. Their refusal was based on 
objections to living in @ settlement 
with an urban character, and the 
small size of the plots on which 
each house stood. There were also 
objections from residents inthe area, 
some of whom claimed that the Tel 
Sheva land belong to them, the re- 
port states. 

Up to October, 1972. only 14 Be- 
duin families had moved into the 
49 units. Ten of the houses were 
given to other Arab families, not 
Beduin: nine were rented to teach- 
ers working In the area; and one 
house was rented to Kupat Holim 
for use a5 a medical clinic, This 
leaves 15 of the houses still un- 
occupied. 

At a meeting of the tmter-minis- 
terial committee on Beduin affairs 


in March last year, it wag decided 
that, before picking a site for a new 
settlement, Jt ts necessary to exa- 
mine the prospects of actually 
persuading the Beduinto live thera, 
and toenlarge the sizeof the plots 
on which the homes will be built. 

In Ita study of the Ministry's ac- 
Aivitivs to ald minority communities, 
the Comptroller found that between 
April 1957 and March 1971 10,610 
fomilles had been granted touns to« 
talling more than ILafm. for the 
construction, improvement or pur- 
Chase of homes, The vast majority 
of these loang were used by the 
Teclplents to build thelr own houses, 

The Comptroller takes the Min. 
istry, and its company Amidar, to 
task for falling to register public 
housing In accordance with the law. 
He aseribey this failure to the zcope 
and speed of building activity, and 
the fact that many public housing 
egtates were constructed oo land not 
actually designated for the purpose. 
However, whatever the reasons, the 
Comptroller notes that this hag re- 
suited In many people not register- 
ing the ownership of their homes, 
and this situation causes legal, eco- 
nomic and administrative disturb- 
ances. 

The only other sphereofthe Min- 
istry's activities which the Comp- 
troller’'s team studied was the re- 
serve of building materials held by 
the Ministry. It Is noted that, fol- 
lowing some questioning in the re- 
cent past about the necessity of 
this practice, the Treasury decided 
that the Housing Ministry should 
keep a reserve of materials suffl- 
elent for the construction of 2,375 
homes. In fact the Ministry hag a 
much smaller reserve, ‘and the 
Comptroller also questions the whole 
Practice as it is now organized.

The Comptroller foresees a 
bleak, garbage-strewn future for 
residents of our citles if the lo- 
cal authorities do not immediate- 
ly start studying newer methods 
of refuse disposal than those 
used at present. These methods re- 
quire great areas of land, which 
are already growing scarce to- 
day, and which will be even 
searcer in the years to come. 


Obstacles 


He urges that obstacles to find- 
ing 8. new solution be done away 
with at Ministry level. He charges 
that among the obstacles are dif- 
ferences of opinion between the 
Ministries of Health and Inter- 
ior. The Government ought also to 
ensure that laws regulating the 
disposal of refuse and liquid 
wastes are enacted. ἢ 
_ The sewage disposal situation 
is particularly appalling. Sewage 
lagoons were often found too 
small for the amount of sewage 
flowing into them, and raw sew- 
age |s ‘being piped to seas and 
streams, where it will later pol- 
lute fresh water sources. Most 
of the country’s rivers have in 
fact become sewage canals.

‘The number of traffic supervisors 
is insufficient, he finds.

When an air supervisor is iD, or is 
called for reserve service, or goes 
on vacation, his place js generally 
taken by a junlor map who has 
not qualified for civilian papers 
after leaving army service. The State 
Comptroller recommends that Air 
Force controllers should be re-train- 
ed and issued with civilian papers 
in order to qualify for their job 
outside the service.

The waste caused by 
‘pressure of events

E Comptrviler’s report co the 
Defence establizynment reflects 
the inevitable tug-of-war between the 
people who must have certain things 
done quickly and effectively regard- 
less of cost and the administrative 
expert who has time to examine and 
analyze data at leisure. However, 
fairness of the spirit in which cri- 
ticiam is levelled is reflected in the 
Comptroller's frequent references to 
steps already being taken by the 
Defence establishment to improve 
procedures. 

A typical example of waste caused 
by the pressure of events is what 
occured in Sinai after the war. De- 
fence requirements were so urgent 
in 1868 that work on vartous pro- 
jects was begun even before the 
overall. pl ing .and, contro} _autho-,, 
Fities’ could get“ into“normial “opera- 
tions. Few experts were available, 
especially for supervision duties, so 
students were tired and reserve of- 
ficers recalled .for active service. 
Private contractors were engaged to 
haul building materials to Sinai. 
and a firm of accountants was 
asked for its advice on registration 
methods. 

It is not surprising to be told that 
supervision was sadly deficient at 
many stages, and that there were 
many faults in important projects. 
The military authorities tentatively 


fixed prices for certain types of 
services, but what contractors 


actually received bore little relation 
to them. It was agreed, for instance, 
to pay IL24 per ton to transport 
prefabricated concrete strong-rooms 
ἃ distance of 350 kms, in fact, 
the cost was 70 per cent higher. 


Accounting errors 


Three suppliers of ‘building mater- 
ialg used for Sinai fortifications 
were over-paid 1,286,000, the Comp- 
troller found. In one case, the sup- 
plier's contract included trans- 
port, but the transport was actual- 
jy done by the army. In another 
case, there was an arithmetical error 
in the accounting figures; ina 
third, a firm charged a fixed price 
r unit. for an article which should 
have been priced according to size. 

The accounting of building con- 
tractors caused the Comptroller 
some dismay, and he believes that 
five of the six engaged must have 
been paid sums between 20 and 50 
per cent higher than the official 
quotation. The total payment for 
this kind of work: was iL4.6m. 

Tenders do not automatically as- 
sure the greatest economy, &5 was 
proved in the case of a contractor 
whose bid to install air-conditioners 
at 1.738,000 was accepted. Though 
this was the lowest of four tenders, 
the State Comptroller indicates that 
the goods and installation could bave 
been obtained for TL100,000 less. 

‘The efforts of the Defence es 
tablishment to produce certain kinds 
of equipment locally involved some 
tricky financing problems. The ur- 
pemcy and the quality of the pro- 
duct sometime induced the Ministry 

py-pass normal ‘business proce- 
autos. Thus for the manufacture of 
a certain component it was agreed 
with a private investor that 3 plant

The contract with the 
firm was, however, signed only in 
December, 1971, by which time the 
State had paid the company IL1.7m. 
on account of future deliveries. The 
Comptroller quotes the opinion of a 
manager of a Defence establishment 
plant that his factory could have 
done the job with a much smaller in- 
itlal outlay. The Cornptroller also ecri- 
ticizes the fact that the private en- 
terprise was allotted $240,000 as a 
“commission” on equipment pur- 
chased.abroad directly: by the .-Min- 
istry ‘of Defence, -on the understand- 
ing that the money would be in- 
vested in the factory. This, says the 
Comptroller, was no may to camou- 
flage a grant to the company. 


Price comparisons 


The Ministry of Defence purchased 
various kinds of electronic equip- 
ment worth IL150m. from the Ta- 
diran company in the years 1967/71 
but, the Comptroller says, the Min- 
istry did not always compare prices 
with the real cost of production. In 
one case, Tadiran was asked to pro- 
duce a device priced at 114,000 per 
unit. A similar device manufactured 
by an American company which has 
shares in Tadiran, was meanwhile 
ordered in the U.S. at the cost of 
about $1,000 per unit. But the Is- 
rael purchasing mission in the US. 
indicated that it could have obtain- 
ed a similar piece of equipment for 


$500. 

‘The Comptroller calculates that 
in fact the Ministry paid Tadtran 
the equivalent 1111 per dollar — 
a far too high ratio in electronics 
imports. The Comptroller also ob- 
ject to Tadiran receiving large 
amounts on account of goods order- 
ed, In September, 1970, the sum was 
158m. The Ministry had to take a 
banker's loan of {L10m. to cover 
part of the preliminary payment 
for the 1970/71 order, which cost 
It an additional 1L1.88m. in interest. 

Another firm has been mapufac- 
turing a certain component of mi- 
litary equipment for many years, 
and the Ministry did not pother to 
check on the credibility of the firm's 
request to raise. the price on the 
ground that the raw materlals had 
gone up. Ta’as (the plant run direct- 
ly by the Defence establishment) 
made no such claim.

The 
major part of the expenditure was 
on labour, which fluctuated as much 
because of the rates paid as be- 
cause the Army workshop had no 
clear notion of how much was in- 
volved in transforming an unfamiliar 
type of vehicle. 

Food poisoning 
EALING with hygiene, the 
Comptroller notes that there 

were many cases of food poisoning 
in army camps between 1967 and 
1971, And, contrary to regulations, 
there was generally po proper in- 
vestigation into the.-causes.. - - 

“Malaria cases increased, and the 
Comptroller. presumes that the anti- 
malaria medication which is man- 
datory for all soldiers and civilians 
in dangerous areas, did uot reach 
all units, 

In 11 units, the Comptroller found 
the refuse dump near the dining 
rooms uncovered and the area in- 
fested with flies. Obviously, he con- 
cludes “a significant number of lo- 
cal commanding officers fail to in- 
sist on the implementation of the 
preventive medicine requirements.” 

The Army spends IL6m. a year 
on buying chicken meat from eight 
or nine civilian suppliers but the 
Army veterinary supervision of the 
slaughterhouses is inadequate. In 
one case an Army veterinarian re- 
commended stopping purchases from 
a factory whose hygienic standards 
he had found deficient, but the 
Army Supplies Branch refused to 
accept his recommendation. A private 
plant for processing part of the 
meat the Army needs has been re- 
peatedly found wanting én its Ay- 
gienic standards, but the Army Sup- 
plies Bronch refused to cancel the 
contract with the firm because it was 
the only one that had accepted the 
terms of the tender. 


Rehabilitations 


TH! devotion of the Ministry of 
Defence to the rehabilitation of 
wounded soldiers is noted by the 
Comptroller, Nevertheless, he says, 
the decisions of various committees 
recommending aid lack uniform cri- 
teria. Too much stress is laid on 
aid in cash, though this ts what in 
many cases ls most immediately ef- 
fective. The Comptroller’s suggestion 
is to try “other methods,” including 
psychotherapy and rehabilitation ad- 
vice. 

In checking on records of pro- 
motions of N.C.O.s the Comptroller 
discovered that the discharge papers 
of 27 per cent of the soldiers re- 
leased from the army ‘in one week 
jn February, 1971, showed a lower 
rank than the oné actually held in 
the umit, Non-commissioned officers 
are appolnted by the Commanding 
Officer of their unit, but the rank 
must be approved by the Adjutant- 
General. However, the approval is 
not always given, although the sol- 
dler continues to discharge an 
'N.C.O.'s dutles in practice and wears 
the stripes of the rank. 

Irregularities In detention proce- 
dure were many. according to the 
Comptroller. His sampling was made 
in 21 of the 70 Jock-ups which 
exist in the Northern, Central and 
Southern Commands, as well as ia 
the Armoured Corps and the Man- 
power Branch of Army Headquarters. 
Between February apd May, 1971, 
there were 4,000 detainees in the 
21 lock-ups; but 938 of the men 
were under detention on orders sign- 
ed by N.C.O.s, and not by officers 
as the law requires. In two lock- 
ups the Comptroller discovered 29 
detention orders, presumably signed 
‘by officers but which in fact were 
not. In one case, he tos convinced 
that the documents he was shown 
were specially drafted in anticipa- 
tion of his check. 

The Army authorities have issued 
orders for action to be taken against 
anyone responsible for the iliegal 
detention of soldiers. A special unit 
has been created to supervise pro- 
cedures in lock-ups, the Comptroller 
was assured by the ‘Adjutapt-General 
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MORE BEPORTS TO BE PUB-

EADENG the State Comptroller's 

report un the Ministry of Com- 
mumitations, oné beging to under- 
" it takes so long for let- 
ters to reach their destinations. 
Even iz a well-admipistered office, 
dealing with millions of separate 
items is 8 problem. Under condi- 
tions prevailing at the Ministry at 
present, the problem is just that 
much worse. 

AS things stand now, the Post 
Office is simply not capable of hand- 
Ung the 1.5 m. items of mail receiv- 
ad each day. At the central bran- 
ches. where letters are sorted for 
dispatch to various regional centres, 
there ig a constant daily backlog 
of 20 per cent. This compounded 
day after day — undoubtedly with 
gome letters staying at the bottom 
of the pile leads to delay in 
delivery. 

Despite the fact that sorting 
machines have been put into opera- 
tion im Tel Aviv, the Comptroller 
finds they are not being utilized as 
they should The sorting machines, 
he claims should handle four mil- 
lion post items per month. At pre- 
ent, no more than one million, 
(and during some periods half a 
million) letters are being sorted 
automatically. The reason for this 
is that the machines are used dur- 
ing cnly one shift — in the after- 
noon when the flow of mail is at 
its lewest. The Post Office explains 
this with the oft-heard complaint 
that it is umable to attract eusugh 
manpower, and thus has to limit 
activities ta ome shift, Why it has 
to be the afternoon shift is nor 
explained. 


Llegal overtime 


With regard to shift work, the 
Comptrolier finds that at the Tel 
Aviv office night-shift workers are 
working over the legal limit of 96 
hours per month, Some of 
workers are putting in as much 
as 120 night-time hours, The dearth 
of night-workers, the Comptroller 
finds, does not result from regular 
shift workers being exempted on 
medical grounds, but simply from 
their refusa! to work at night, And 
the Post Office management has 
given in to them. This leads to 
overcrowded shifts when the flow 
of mail is at its lowest — during 
the day and a sorry lack of 
workers at night. Thus also, the 
Post Office suffers with its 20 per 
cent backlog each day. 


Another factor hampering the 
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even flow of mail is the evergrow- 
ing percentage of mistakes which 
further complicates matters. The 
percentage of mistakes nas climbed 
steadily from 2.8 per cent in 1966/ 
67, to over 4.5 per cent in 1970/71. 
Despite claims by the Post Office 
that in 1971 a new system was 
introduced and the total number of 
mistakes wes found τὸ be only one 
per cent, the Comptroller found 
otherwise. 


The Comptroller found that in 
1871 the average number of mis- 
takes in the Southern District was 
as high as 9.5 per cent, while the 
Central apd Northern Districts 
reached averages of 5.7 per cent 
and 6.4 per cent respectively. 

Another reason why letters are 
late tn arriving ‘is that, in addition 
ta internal problems, the dispatch 
of mail from the sorting houses is 
also held up, Despite regulations 
that any delay of over 30 minutes 
must be recorded with the autho- 
rities, it was found that in Haifa 
and Jerusalem there was no record 
at all, while in Tel Aviv the record 
was at best partial, 


Incentives opposed 

The Comptroller also expressed 
dissatisfaction with the incentive 
system, which had been decided 
upoo and was tustituted in 
Jerusalem and Haifa in May 1971. 
hut was not working as it should. In 
Te! Aviv it was not working at all, 
due ta opposition from the workers. 
The Comptrolier also notes that. 
despite the fact that rules and 
reguiations concerning the sorting 
of mail and its delivery are chang- 
ed from time to time, the last list 
of comprehensive instructions was 
printed in 1952. Moreover, of the 
300 senior sorting officials, and 270 
other workers who hold key posi- 
tions, 355 had never attended 
courses essential for efficient mar- 
agement, 

The one hope for saving the situa- 
tion — the institution of the Zip 
Code system the Comptroller 
finds hag been pertially neglected. 
The Post Office, he claims, has not 
kept up with the timetable it set 
itself for the implementation of the 
system, nor have adequate steps 
been taken to ensure its smooth 
functioning. Ey December 1971, the 
date of the Comptroiler’s report, 
the Post Office had still not com- 
pleted its publicity drive explaining 
the system, even though this should 
have been completed by July, and 
moreover, only 70 per cent of the 
population received postcards telling 
them of their code numbers. 


Strnggling to sort the accumulating mail. 


MINISTRY OF COMMUNICATIONS 
The mail backlog is 


getting worse daily 
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Tt is perhaps troniva!l that 25 per 
cent of postcards sent were re- 
turned because of incorrect 2d- 
dresnes. 


As early as 1962 i, was decided 
to build a new sorting house in the 
Tel Aviv area in an attempt 
improve the posta) services. Between 
1964 and 1966 land was bought (at 
a cost of I1L1.4m.) and an esttmat- 
ed 1L20m. wili eventually be spent 
on equipment, But actual work on 
the new building only started in 
December 1970, because of delays 
in planning — plamning which had 
stil] not ‘been completed at the 
time of the report. 

The Comptroller alyo found book- 
keeping deficiencies at the Ministry. 
Be cites one example; according 
tu the books, the Méimistry spent 
only IL1,095 on advertising up to 
the end of November i971. He found 
that, in fact, over [L100,000 had 
been spent. 

The Ministry of Communications 
is also responsible for the engin- 
eering aspects of radio and TV 
breadcasts. According to the Comp- 
troller, at least 10 per cent of the 
popuiatior do not pick up television 
broadcasts. Radlo listeners in Gali- 
lee, Eilat and the Beisan Valley 
are also not receiving clear broad- 
casts, 

The report also states that the 
Ministry hag falled to achieve the 
mecessary maintenance standards, 
Of the 359 maintenance jobs plan- 
ned for the 10 months between 
December 1970 and Septemver 1971 
51 had been carried out late; 122 
partially or not at all, and only 186 
had been executed fully and on 
time. The ComptroJler finds that 
there was no justification for 41 
per cent of the delays. In addition 
to the backlog in maintenance work, 
the Comptroller feels that the de- 
partment is not equipped to deal 
with trouble before it appears — 
preventive maintenance—thus com- 
pounding the situation. 

Ministry replies 
i its reply to the report the 
Ministry claims in its defence 
that with the economy of the 
country in full employment, the 
services are encountering 
extreme difficulties in finding ade- 
quate manpower. The Post Office has 
set itself an aim of cutting mail 
delays to a minimum and will con- 
tinue to strive in this direction, the 
answer states. The Ministry also 
states that it will ensure that fhe 
necessary steps are taken to over- 
come the administrative faflures at 
the sorting houses. :

HIGHER PAY AND SIDE 
BENEFITS FOR SOME

HIERE are six District Adminis- 


trations, which are in effect the 
regional arms of the Interior Min- 
istry and which supervise the local 
authorities — municipalities and lor 
cal councils — within their areas. 
Each Administration is headed by a 
Lristricr Representative, The State 
Comptroller mvestigated the activi- 
ties of three of these District Ad- 
ministrations during July-December 
1971, The three were Jerusalem, 
North and South. 
The following are some of the 
criticisms made: 
@ Local authorities’ budgets were 
almost Invariably presented to 
the District Representative for ap- 
proval late, sometimes after the 
new budgetary year had begun. The 
District Representatives failed to 
take action against the authorities. 
In reply, the Minlstry points out 
that the major factor in the toeal 
authorities’ budgets is rates, and 
the annual struggle with the Gov- 
ernment over raising or not raising 
rates goes on long after the dead- 
lines for presentation of the bud- 
gets, Another major component 1s 
salaries, and here the 1908] author- 
ities have to wait until January for 
labour agreements to be signed be- 
fore they can make up their budgets. 
@ The Ministry is criticized for 
pot laying down guidelines for 
the local authorities in presenting 
explanatory material together with 
thelr budgets. Thus such material 
is often lacking or iocomplete. The 
pudgets are nevertheless approved. 
The Ministry cites in mitigation 


shortage of manpower, but it adds 
that a circular has been sent out to 
local authorities this year to guide 
them in drafting budgets. 
@ The Comptroller also polnts to 
lengthy delays in the local au- 
thorities’ presentation of their fi- 
nanclal reports to the District Ad- 
ministrations, The Ministry puts this 
down ἴ the lack of trained per- 
sonnel working for the loca! author- 
ities, and sees the solution in more 
automation in the authorities’ ac- 
eounts departments. 
@ The District Representatives 
were someties lax in their super- 
vision of the local authorities: the 
Jerusalem and South Representa- 
tives did not insist on recelving — 
and did not receive on time — the 
minutes of local authority meetings. 
@ They did not react when they 
saw from the minutes that coun- 
cillers were not turning up regular- 
ly, or that certain committees were 
not sitting regularly. 
@ The Representatives are taken 
to task for not acting to stop 
local authorines paying thelr em- 
ployees more than the wage seale 
lays down, or granting them other 
benefits. 

(The Ministry explains Ip its re- 
ply that in areas removed from the 
eentra) centres of population ithe 
North and the South) good em- 
ployees are hard ta come by, and 
therefore the Representatives turn ἃ 
blind eye when the authoritles some- 
times pay a good man a ttle extra 
to keep him on.) 

@ The Comptroller also criticizes 
the Ministry for inadequately 


following up on his previous cri- 
tictsms. (The Ministry replies that~ 
it is reorganizing its own control 
department, and thiy will ensure ef. 
fective follow-up.) 


Union of Local Authorities 


These are groups of loca) authar-- 
ities which come together for par- 
ticular purposes — usually for fire- 
fighting. but alsa for joint abat- 
tolrs and veterinary services, or 
joint educational or medical services, ° 
There are 35 such unions in Israel.

TEL. AVIV. Communications 
Minister Shimon Peres said yester- 
day that he envisaged as a possible 
“future solution" the reorganization 
of Israel into a federation compris- 
ing a Jewish and an Arab district. 

Speaking to students at Tel Aviv 
University, ‘Mr, Peres said that 
such a federation would be governed 
by an administration subject to the 
authority of the Knesset, with local 
governments in ¢ach district.

Yadlin, and the zewest pame of all, 
Coalition Executive and ‘Alignment 
Knesset whip Moshe Baram. 


Mr, Ofer is the front-running can- 
didate of the party machine ap- 
paratus ted by Tel Aviv Mayor 
Yehoshua Rabinowlz and of the 

party's younger leadership circle — 
to which che next two candidates, 
who are cousins also belong. Indeed 
it is generally belleved that the main 
reason for the election of Mr. Ye~ 
shayahu was to remove him from 
Party headquarters. 

The Party machine, (the “Gush") 
had been complaining that Mr. Ye- 
shayahu was hot getting the Party 
ready for the elections of 1973 to 
the Histadrut, the Knesset and local 
authorities. This is their main ar- 
gument for Mr. Ofer, who ran the 
election machine in 1269 when 
Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir was 
Party Secretary.

The race is now between his main 
associate, Mr. Eliag Frelj, the Pres- 
ident of the lecal Chamber of Com- 
merce, and the opposition leader, 
Mr. Ayyoub Mosaliem, a former 
Mayor and former Deputy in the 
Lower House in Jordan. 

‘Bandak was active in re-establish- 
ing close cooperation with Jerusa-

with Mayor Teddy Kollek. Mr. Kol-
